The call issued by the County Central 
Committee for an anti-Chinese meeting 
to be held last evening at the grand 
stand of the Iroquois Club, on New High 
street, resulted in calling forth fully five 
thousand citizens, who gathered at the 
place indicated long before the hour for 
the speaking arrived. 
Many of the citi­ 
zens were accompanied by ladies, and 
they tilled the seats and standing room 
about and in front of the speakers' 
stand to overflowing. After the m eeting 
commenced they soon revealed by the 
tenor of their applause that their sym pa­ 
thies were all with the party which had 
placed itself on record against the ad­ 
mission of Chinese slave labor. If there 
were many Republicans in the crowd 
they certainly were compelled to listen 
to 
a 
great 
deal 
of 
disagreeable 
truth, but there is no evidence that 
many of the faith were present. In the 
present campaign they do not venture to 
put in an appearance at demonstrations 
of such a character. 
Major G. W. Arbuckle was chosen 
President of the meeting, and the follow­ 
ing list of officers was read :

In opening the meeting Major Arbuckle 
said: 
Fellow Citizens—We are called 
together to-night not as members of any 
of the existing parties, hut as citizens of 
California to discuss a great question of 
vital importance to the State. 
We all 
appreciate that to be happy, men must 
be to a greater or less extent laborers, 
and for a nation to be prosperous and to 
eD joy all that may be in store for it, it is 
necessary that it should contain laborers. 
We cannot give this toil over to an alion 
class, and those who take it from us do 
us a wrong. 
W ith a curse of servile 
labor upon it, no nation can ever suc­ 
ceed. Since its origin which was coeval 
with that of our governm eftt^the -Demo­ 
cratic party lias been the guardian o f the 
laborer. 
It has been so throughout the 
past history of the governm ent; it is 
more than ever so at the present time. 
Although this meeting was called at a 
notice o f lees than twenty-four hours the 
gathering here to-night shows that the 
people are in earnest about the question 
of Chinese immigration. We have called 
the meeting not for partisan purposes 
and with the intention of excoriating our 
opponents, but that our voice may he 
heard in behalf of the laborer against 
all his enemies, including those monopo­ 
lists who take our so-called statesmen on 
coaching tours through Scotland. 
I now take pleasure in introducing to 
you a native son of the State who has 
represented yon in the legislative halls, 
where he has done good service in pro­ 
tecting the interests of this section, the 
Honorable R. F . Del Valle. * 
HON. R. F. DEL VALLE SI’KAKS. 
Amid loud applause Mr. Del Valle 
stepped forward. 
He spoke lor about 
half an hour in smooth, well rounded 
sentences, frequently interrupted 
by 
cheers: 
Ladies and Fellow Citizens: 
The Chairman has wisely reminded 
you that we have assembled almost at a 
mom ent’s 
notice. 
This 
is 
not 
a 
political meeting in 
the 
sense 
in 
which 
we 
generally 
understand 
that term . 
Y et 
we conic together 
to discuss apolitical question, and one 
of extraordinary importance to this State 
aud all its citizens. 
We wish to make 
Congress and the people of the East un­ 
derstand that we are in earnest iu this 
m atter, and th at our utterances in the 
past aro not mere mout.hings. 
Let me 
recall to your minds some history which 
is known to most of you, but which 
some may have forgotten. 
Let us re­ 
member, too, that—thanks to our splen­ 
did climate—we have now in our midst 
many thousands of new-comers, to whom 
the former struggles and sufferings of 
this State are almost, unknown. 
The 
agitation in this m atter started many 
years ago. 
Its first appearance in the 
Legislature was when Phil Roach intro­ 
duced a resolution into the State Senate. 
In 1879 a bill was introduced into Con­ 
gress to lim it Chinese immigration. 
This was at a time when business was 
much depressed, when our laborers were 
actually suffering 
for 
bread, when 
the 
streets 
of 
San Francisco were 
crowded 
with 
men 
who 
could 
find nothing to do. And why had this 
state of things come to pass ? 
Because 
all the avenues of labor swarmed with 
Chinamen who could and would labor 
for less pay than anyone else. Out of 
the opposition to this class of labor 
sprang up the labor political organization 
which governed the State for a time and 
gave it its present constitution. 
Laws 
were then enacted to protect the weak 
against the strong and as far as possible 
to protect the white labor against his 
Mongolian enemy. 
This shows to what 
an extent the question of Chinese immi­ 
gration had become for us at th at tim e a 
vital issue. At that time they were 
flocking in by the thousand. 
China has 
over four hundred million of inhabitants 
and as our old champion Allen G.Thurman 
(long and continued cheering) has said 
wherever they em igrate they come in 
such num bers th at opposition to them 
when once on the soil seemB almost 
futile. 
A certain Republican Congressman 
rem arked a short tim e ago that this 
question was entirely above politics. 
This is, or, at least, used to le , be case 
in this State. 
W hen the proposition was 
submitted to the people in 1880 as to 
w hether Chinese immigration should be 
prohibited, the vote was 164,000 to 885, 
practically nnsnimons against their ad­ 
mission. 
But did it prove to the above 


politics in the votes taken in Congress? 
The fifteen passenger bill introduced by 
Grover in January, 1879, was supported 
mainly by Democrats. 
Most of the Re­ 
publicans east of the Rockies opposed it 
on grounds of humanity. 
Although it 
passed it was vetoed by Hayes, a Repub­ 
lican. 
The next proposition was the 20 year 
bill in 1881-2. This had the same fate 
as its predecessor, a Republican Presi­ 
dent vetoed it. 
Do you rumember the 
condition of public sentim ent in Califor­ 
nia at that tim e; how we cried out in 
anguish in God's name is there no es­ 
cape for us from this awful curse ? 
In 
April 1882 the 10 year bill was given to 
us more as an experim ent than anything 
else and it has proved a failure. 
There is at last for us a prospect of re­ 
lief in the bill which Mr. Scott, of Penn­ 
sylvania, 
has introduced 
into 
the 
House with the 
advice and support 
of President Cleveland. By this meas­ 
ure no Chinese laborer who leaves this 
country can ever return and that loop­ 
hole will to closed against them. 
We are now on the eve of a great elec­ 
tion, and are preparing our votes with 
that cool, deliberate judgement which 
becomes those whose opinions are free. 
The question for you all to discuss with 
yourselves is whether you can as citizens 
of California, who must come into con­ 
tact and competition with these hordes 
of aliens, cast your vote for President for 
one of those same Republican Senators 
who voted with unfailing regularity to 
let them in ? Can you do i t ; will you do 
it? (Cries of No! No! Down with him !) 
It is our duty at this time to show bvour 
votes th at we are and always have lieen 
in earnest upon this great question, and 
by this means to call upon Congress to 
protect us from the worst form of oppres­ 
sion which can come to a people, the op­ 
pression of their laboring classes. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Del Valle’s re­ 
m arks the Chairman, Major Arbuckle, 
introduced 
COL. J. J. AYERS, 
Who said: The last time I had the 
pleasure oi speaking to a Los Angeles 
audience was from the steps of the Court 
House, ten years ago. I was at that 
time a candidate for Congress from this 
district. It was at a time of sore trouble 
and distress for this State, when we were 
turning to the central Government in the 
hope that something might be done for 
our relief only to receive new rebuffs, 
only to meet fresh disappointments. 
bince the Chinese first entered the 
State to take possession of the various 
fields of labor, the true citizens of Cali­ 
fornia have appreciated the danger and 
have plainly shown their feelings. When 
in 1852 the Legislature proposed to pass a 
Coolie contract law to enable capitalists 
to flood the mines with servile labor, a 
universal voice went up from the miners 
of the S tate: “ If you pass that law we 
will come to Sacramento and bang you 
higher than Haym&n!” 
They didn’t 
pass it. 
When the Chinamen first appeared 
among us their presence was not much 
felt. The times were prosperous, the 
earth still teeming with the golden riches 
which nature had placed there, and 
which man as yet had left untouched. 
But gradually as the population became 
thicker, and cities grew up, the terrible 
evil of the Chinese invasion their inter­ 
ference with our institutions and our 
labor, and their heretofore unknown 
vices began to show their effects among 
us. At first they entered only the em­ 
ployments that were unskilled; but in 
1859 they had found their way into the 
cigar manufacture. They could live up­ 
on what white men would starve upon, 
aud soon there was not a trade that did 
not feel the terrible effect of their compe­ 
tition. They were coming at the rate of 
from 1,000 to 2,000 a week from China 
and Australia. California was becoming 
the dumping ground for the Chinese em­ 
pire. 
At first we believed that the State 
had the power, under that undefined 
prerogative 
of 
police 
powers, 
to 
prevent 
further 
inroads, 
and laws were repeatedly passed bv 
the legislature only to be found unconsti­ 
tutional. 
At last, when ruin stared us 
in the face, when want was everywhere 
and hunger stalked abroad, by a grand 
upheaval of public sentiment, a State 
Constitutional Convention was called to 
adopt a new Constitution. 
I had the 
honor of a scat in that body. 
Into that 
document we put,my own vote assisting, 
an article excluding the Chinese, al­ 
though we know very well that it could 
operate only as a protest against this 
overwhelming evil. 
At that tim e and 
when 
the bills 
were introduced 
into Congress, 
which 
Harrison 
helped 
to defeat, 
the 
sentiment 
of the State was completely unanimous. 
It has been a long trial, a long dark 
night, but Cleveland’s administration 
will bring us into the full light of day. 
Do not suppose th at Mr. Sherman or Mr. 
Ingalls would care to see that bill passed 
if they could eave their candidate from 
disgrace. They know that they must 
vote for something that will benefit the 
people and make some showing, or they 
will fall, like Lucifer, never to rise again. 
My fellow citizens, from this State, in 
time to come, will be given the brightest 
lights of the United States. We have 
already established universities and sach 
establishments that make it shine as the 
precursor 
of 
the 
brightest 
minds 
of 
the 
future, 
and 
w*e 
cannot 
but 
produce 
men that will adorn 
the highest places in the commonwealth. 
We have in our magnificent common­ 
wealth an empire in itself, not only as 
regards agriculture but we have mineral 
treasures and everything that can make 
a country great and powerful. 
When I 
told you that we had been set back fifty 
years by the Chinese invasion, I m eant it, 
fori believe that had the Mongolian horde 
not intruded we would have had three 
millions population instead of the one 
and a quarter of the present time. 
But 
we are about to make a new departure 
and with the passage of this hill we will 
enter 
the 
lists 
with 
the 
other 
States 
and 
have 
equal 
chances 
with one and all. I wish I could live 
to see the wondrous changes that are 
sure to come—it would be to me such a 
sight that I believe th at even if I were 
an angel I would weep tears of joy as I 
looked over and saw the prosperity of 
my dear and cherished State. 
It has been our boast, Mr. Chairman 
that California is unsurpassed in the 
beauty and grandeur of her scenery, in 
the fruitfulness of her soil, in the salu­ 
brity of her climate, and in the natural 
resources she possesses to sustain a vast 
and prosperous population. 
Here—if 
anywhere on this broad earth—has na­ 
ture perm itted the hand of industry to 
achieve th a t best of all rewards—a home 
into which neither poverty nor riches 
can enter to m ar the even happiness of 
its possessor. H ere, if blind avarice for 
inordinate wealth do not give over our 
lair fields and best valleys to a servile 


race, we shall build up a State whose 
property shall be founded upon the even 
distribution of her soil amongst a con* 
tented and a homogeneous people. 
If 
we preserve this fair land and its in­ 
dustries to our own race, the future of 
California, even measured by the progref ■ 
she has made in the past, will to splen­ 
did beyond the anticipations of the m ost 
sanguine. 
Though not stricken with age myself, 
I have seen this State as a wilderness, 
and almost without a solitary American 
home. I have seen our great commer­ 
cial metropolis 
when canvas frames 
marked the places where now rise stately 
piles of granite, 
brick and marble. 
Having been with the State at its Ameri­ 
can birth, grown with it from its auspi­ 
cious infancy to its majestic majority, I 
love it with an affection as ardent and 
profound as the love which springs from 
m aternal joys, or th at which is inspired 
by the sublime sentim ent of filial devo­ 
tion. 
W ith the passage of the 8cott bill we 
will spring into new life. 
We shall take 
our stand amongst the proudest, the 
most advanced, the most prosperous and 
the most powerful commonwealth of the 
land. Our destiny will be bright and 
glorous. 
W ith a homogeneous popula­ 
tion we shall rise to the highest mark of 
prosperity and greatness. 
From our 
schools and universities will come men 
who will adorn every position in life and 
shine bright in the anrals of statesman* 
ship. The curse which has held us 
down—thanks to a Democratic adm inis­ 
tration—will have passed away forever, 
and our course will be upward and on­ 
ward. 
Colonel Ayers’ rem arks were listened 
to with great attention and the frequent 
applause testified how the various points 
he brought out struck home. 
Major Arbuckle then left the chair in 
charge of Mr. Sidney Lacey and sang the 
Chinese-American ballad, “ Hullah for 
Halliaon.” 


HON. SHIRLEY WARD, 
Was then introduced, and said : 
F e l l o w C itiz e n s — We are going to 
have an election very soon in whicn we 
are going to test the Chinese question. 
It is said that the subject is a dead one 
but I tell you that it is one of the livest 
issues of the present day. We Demo­ 
crats are right in this question, for no 
m atter what stand the Republicans 
this 
State 
may 
take, 
their 
leaders are 
in 
favor 
of 
Chinese 
immigration. 
Do you know why the 
treaty recently sent to China for ratifica­ 
tion waB returned? 
It is because the 
Chinese are just as good statesmen as we 
are, and íd their halls of legislation 
hang the pictures of General H awley 
and General HarrisoD, and they are 
logical enough to know th at if by any 
chance Harrison is elected, their pros­ 
pects for obtaining a treaty entirely in 
their favor would be greatly enhanced. 
While Mr. W ard was speaking Mr. 
White arrived, and was introduced to 
the assemblage amid tum ultuous ap­ 
plause. Mr. W hite said : 
MR. WHITE’S SPEECH. 
“ This meeting was summoned very 
suddenly, as an exigency had occurred 
which called on the Democratic party in 
Los Angeles to act promptly. The Demo­ 
cratic forces have ever been in favor of 
the exclusion of Chinese, and this is well 
known and can he asserted by reference 
to the official archives fn the halls of leg­ 
islature. It was the original party that 
favored this measure, and I do not think 
that the Republicans can now come to 
the front and claim the dues that we 
have 
earned. 
We 
will 
to-night 
doubt 
pass 
a 
resolution 
re­ 
garding the Scott Exclusion bill, and 
t will be forwarded to the national head­ 
quarters at Washington. There seems 
to be a total disregard for the truth in 
the camp of our opponents during this 
campaign and they eeem to think that 
their fallacies will not be found out until 
after the election is over. The new 
speakers imported here say th a t the Re­ 
publican party is the friend of the work­ 
ingman and the only one to be trusted. 
I have examined a good many of Mr. 
Williams’ figures and I find th a t they 
are as fallacious as the statem ent he 
made 
about 
me. 
I 
warn 
you 
that 
you 
had 
better not take * as 
gospel w hat these gentlemen say for 
their rem arks seem to be framed in only 
a Pickwickian way. 
To return to the 
point, however, the fact of our sending a 
resolution over the wires on Monday 
next will demonstrate that the people of 
California are just as anxious to-day on 
this subject as they ever were. 
W hen 
you step up to the ballot boxes next No­ 
vember will you not rather confide vonr 
interests to the party that has ever been 
for you, and not to the party that 
has been against you, and now at the 
last moment comes up w ith a cant, 
hypocritical style, and eays, “ I have 
been with you all the tim e.” 
Mr. W hite’s speech was a very telling 
one throughout, and the enthusiasm 
evoked was indication of its effect on hia 
auditors. 
Major Arbuckle then announced that 
he would close the meeting by reading 
the resolutions that had been drawn up. 
THE RESOLUTIONS. 
Resolved, T hat the D em ocrats of Loa Ángeles 
county, in m ass m eeting assem bled, urgently 
request the passage of the Scott Chinese E xclu­ 
sion act, now pending in th e Senate of the 
U nited States. The Democaatic party has ever 
been with th e people upon this Issue, aud we 
are confident th at no m em ber of Congress who 
belongs to our organization, and none who can 
cherish friendly feelinga tow ards th is coast, 
will hesitate to afford th e relief w hich th e pres­ 
en t occasion offers. 
Resolved, T hat a copy of thia resolution be 
forthw ith telegraphed to Senator H earst, w ith 
the request th at the sam e be presented to the 
Senate. 
The Major then requested all who were 
in favor of the resolutions to signify it 
by saying “ aye,” and a tremendous 
shout went up to the heavens in response. 
The proceedings were closed by three 
cheers for Cleveland and Thurm an, 
which were given with a will and then 
the vast throng slowly and orderly dis­ 
persed. 
Directly after the meeting concluded 
Mr. Sidney Lacey sent the complete 
minutes, together with the resolutions, 
to Senator H earst at W ashington by tele­ 
graph.

like Jim, the Penman, and a drama 
which combines the elements of several 
of the above, like Partners. This actu­ 
ally successful accomplishment clearly 
proves the claim of this organization 
to the first place among American 
stock companies, and further places it on 
a par with those of London, since the 
only four of the above works which had 
a prior production in the former city— 
Private Secretary, Saints and Sinners, 
Jim the Penman and Partners were more 
successful when subsequently presented 
in New York under Mr. Palmer’s 
auspices and by his company. It is 
needless, however, at this late day 
to enter upon any discussion of 
this organization so far as concerns 
their approaching appearance here. Thev 
have lcng since won the favor of the 
amusement-going public, and their first 
appearance here, whether in their old­ 
time successes or in tbeir late New York 
presentationn, they are sure on their per­ 
sonal account alone of a genuine and 
moet cordial welcome—a tribute to a 
body of artists to whom, individually 
and collectively, the theater-goers of the 
city will stand debtor for many weeks. 
THE REPERTOIRE. 
The Los Angeles engagement will con 
rist of four plays, all of which have been 
successful in New York, and all of which, 
irrespective of that fact, are expected to 
win favor here. The list is as follows: 
Jim the Penman, Saints and Sinners, 
Heart of Hearts and Partners.

The Azusa People Get a Good Shak­ 
ing Up on the Issues of 
the Hour. 


E d it o r s H e r a l d : The Santa Fe train 
arrived at 6 this evening, bringing with 
it Major Geo. S. Patton and W.W. Fisher, 
the orators appointed to address the citi­ 
zens of this place on the political issues 
of the day. They were accompanied by 
Judge Dupuy, Mr. Samuel Levy and 
Mr. C. E. J. White, candidates on the 
Democratic ticket for offices of District 
Attorney, Public Administrator and Aud­ 
itor. They were met at the train by Mr. 
John Malone, J. 0. Jones, F. H. Rawl- 
ing, W. P. Barnes and E. E. Pollard, en­ 
thusiastic old time Democrats, and many 
other prominent Democrats of Azusa and 
vicinity, giving them a heartfelt welcome 
to this city (which has jjrown to be quite 
a town within the last eighteen months), 
and escorted to the Hotel Azusa. 
At 8 o’clock Mr. J. F. Gordon, the 
President of the evening, called the 
meeting to order, in the City Hall, where 
a large crowd of ladies and gentlemen 
had assembled to hear the speakers of 
the day. The President opened the 
meeting with a short speech, stating its 
objects, and introduced Major Geo. S 
Patton, the brilliant young orator of 
Los Angeles, as the first speaker, 
who 
in a 
most eloquent style 
delivered one of the finest speeches your 
correspondent has listened to since' the 
opening of the campaign. The principal 
subject he spoke upon was the tariff 
question, and he handled it in a manner 
to the entire satisfaction of the crowd 
assembled, judging from the attentive 
manner in which they listened to the 
young orator and the many rounds of 
applause given him by them. He stated 
that the Democrats have an interest in 
the tariff, which they are now using

all they can to deceive these men, not 
that they love their country or their 
party, but that they may Htill continue 
at what they are doing and grow richer 
every day, and the poor man, with his 
noee to the grindstone, is growing poorer 
and his condition worse. Mr. Patton 
said he was not in favor of taking more 
money from the people and increasing 
the surplus, showing the reduction of 
the tariff would bring revenue sufficient 
to defray the expenses of the Govern­ 
ment, and assist in building what the 
United States so much needs—a navy. 
W hat is her condition in that respect 
now? when, before the Republican party 
came in power, her navy and shipping 
was one of the greatest in the world. 
And where is it now? Echo answers, 
Where ? Her fleet was all over the seas, 
and the stars and stripes floated at the 
masts of her vessels in every port of the 
world. 
Where are those fine ships? 
W hat has become of tbe men that 
manned them ? 
Let the Republican 
party answer the question. He gave a 
history of the tariff from the days of 
Hamilton to the present, and eulogized 
highly those noble men whose bones are 
now mouldering in the dust, but whose 
memory is everlasting. 
Tbe speaker 
then gave a history of the trusts 
that Mr. Blaino has so loudly spoken in 
favor of since his return from his tour in

E ditors H erald—Our peoplo turned 
out enthusiastically last night to hear 
Colonel John S. Ward and Mr. S. A. 
Waldron, who is the nominee for the 
Assembly. After an imposing torchlight 
procession, Judge Ward was introduced 
by Chairman Wilson, and at once en­ 
tered in a mas.erly way upon a sensible 
and practical discussion of the issues of 
the campaign. He showed that the Re­ 
publican National platform of four years 
ago pledged that party to do exactly 
what the Democratic party is now en­ 
deavoring to do, and showed by citations 
from the speeches made during several 
campaigns by Garfield, Sherman, Ingals, 
Grant and Arthur that such was the in­ 
terpretation put upon it by those leaders

befuddling the situation in the hope to 
profit by the confusion so made. The 
language from the platform of the Repub­ 
lican Convention that nominated Gar­ 
field, as quoted by the eloquent Bpeaker, 
reads as follows: “The Democratic party 
has failed completely to relieve from the 
burden of unnecessary taxation by a wise 
reduction of the surplus.

T h e M etrópoli* of fto u lh e rn C a li­ 
fo rn ia In H u m m er-T im e. 
It has been stated that Los Angeles 
was dead and that Southern California 
has been buried as a whole. Having 
been here for several months during the 
dullest part of the year and a casual ob­ 
server of matters in general, I must say 
if Los Angeles is dead it is a peculiarly 
lively corpse. Judging from the amount 
of business going on during this dull 
summer, I feel justified in saying the 
fair city will live several years yet to 
come. 
Since coming here in April there has 
been scarcely a day that the real esta'e 
transfers have not footed up to $100,000, 
and from that to half a million. 
There are at present 1,100 new dwell­ 
ings in course of construction of an aver­ 
age capacity of six rooms each, and 
costing in the aggregate $8,000,000. 
There are thirty or more of elegant 
business blocks in various parts of the 
city going up, which will cost, when 
completed, all the way from $100,000 to 
$250,000 each. Besides these the new 
Court House, to cost $500,000; the new 
City Hall, to cost $250,000; the new post- 
otfice, to cost $250,000; the Main street 
Hotel, of which O. J. Muchmore, a for­ 
mer resident of Lebanon, has charge, to 
cost $1,000,000; numerous other smaller 
hotels and boarding houses; the new 
opera house, costing $150,000; the Spring 
street theater, costing $100,000; the 
Young Men’s Christian Association build­ 
ing, to cost $100,000; the new Southern 
Pacific depot, which will cost $150,000; 
several fine churches costing from $25,000 
to $75,000, and various other buildings 
of greater or less value. 
Besides 
all this building 
the 
streets 
are 
being 
paved 
and 
graded, 
side­ 
walks laid 
and 
streets 
extended 
and improved in every direction. The 
new cable system of street cars will be 
one of the most perfect in America, and 
will cost when completed upwards of 
$2,000,000. Other street car lines are 
being extended, new ones built and 
others projected. One of the most im­ 
portant items of interest to the city is the 
sewerage system about to be built from 
the city to the sea, a distance of fourteen 
mills, to cost $300,000. This will do away 
with the present imperfect system, and 
place the city in the most perfect sani­ 
tary condition. Some idea may be torm- 
ed of thq activity of the place by glancing 
at the report of tie postmaster. During 
the la-t six months about 2,000.000 pieces 
of mail matter have been distributed, 
and nearly as much collected. The re­ 
ceipts of the money order department 
have amounted to a round million of 
dollars. 
Seventy trains arrive and de­ 
part over the Southern Pacific line daily, 
twenty-six of which are passenger trains. 
Nearly as many come and go over the 
Santa Fe line. Outside of these two 
great transcontinental lines of railroad, 
there are several other lines centering in 
and others building to the city, which 
will make Los Angeles a railroad center 
second to none in the State. 
In fact, it 
is authoritatively stated that 5,300 tons 
more freight was handled in this city by 
rail during the year 1887 than in San 
Francisco. The amount of freight sent 
out over the Southern Pacific during the 
months ot January, February' and 
March, 1888. amounted to 10,858,610 
pounds, ana that received during 
January and February amounted to 
42,040,000 pounds. The number of pas­ 
sengers is enormous, and the prospects 
for the coming fall and winter travel is 
of such a character that all the roads are 
making great preparations to handle it 
General Passenger Agent Goodman of 
the Southern Pacific remarked recently 
in Los Angeles that the passonger travel 
to this coast during the coming season 
will be unprecedentedly large, or, as he 
expressed it, “the coming winter will 
see an influx of visitors into California 
such as has never been known in the 
history of modern civilization." 
All these facts go to show' the activity 
of life and business in the city of Los 
Angeles. A great many statistics might 
be given showing the growth and devel­ 
opment of the county, but time and 
space forbid at the present writipg. At 
some future time we will give some ob­ 
servations relative to the county of Los 
Angeles and Southern California. We 
may De a false prophet but give it as our 
opinion that the city of Los Angeles, now 
comprising about 75,000 souls will more 
than double itB present population in less 
than three years. The lull in the real 
estate business has set capitalists to in­ 
vesting in manufactures and substantial 
improvements which will do much 
towards building up and improving the 
city. Scarcely a day passes but some 
new industry is started, and it is 
safe to say that hundreds of dwell­ 
ings and business houses are under con­ 
templation, as is evidenced by the tear­ 
ing away of old buildings, grading of lots 
and other visible preparations. One of 
the surest signs of prosperity is the fact 
that hardly a vacant house can be seen 
“ For Rent" on the business streets of 
the city. It is not uncommon to see 
elegant stores filled with the stocks of 
goods and opened in new blocks before 
the upper part is finished or even roofed 
over. So great is the demand for stores 
that they are

Notwithstanding croakers and disap­ 
pointed speculators cry out against this 
city, Los Angeles goes grandly on, and 
will continue to do so until the sea is 
reached. With her manufacturing facil­ 
ities ; with her railroad communications; 
with her seven seaport towns within easy 
access; blessed with the finest climate of 
any city in the world; possessing all the 
elements for a most beautiful residence 
city; backed by ample capital and inhab­ 
ited by the most enterprising and wide­ 
awake people to be found in any country, 
the day is not far distant when Los An­ 
geles shall take a high rank among the 
cities of the world.

EVERY DAY TALKS ON THE TARIFF 
H o w th e W ork I ii gin a. ii U D d u d e d 
In to F ig h tin g fo r M o n op o lists. 
The whole high tariff swindle is based 
on the monopolist’s theory that the 
workingmen who do the bulk of the vot­ 
ing can be depended upon at election 
time generally to vote against their own 
interest. They are told by the rich men 
who manifest such tender solicitude for 
their interests that they muBt vote for 
high tariff so as to insure protection and 
high wages. And notwithstanding the 
fact that the workingman has not been 
able to see yet either the protection or 
the high wages of the tariff, he is ex­ 
pected to vote for the old confidence 
game again just because it’s got a re­ 
spectable name. 


Edward King, the type-founder and 
labor organizer, is, we think, genera ly 
recognized as a brainy man among the 
organized laborers of this city, whatever 
may be thought of him in politics. When 
he was a witness before the United States 
Senate Committee on Labor and Educa­ 
tion in 1883, he said when asked what 
the feeling of New York workingmen 
had been on the tariff that they used to 


lean toward the protection idea. But be 
continued: 
“1 think there is a tendency in the 
other direction now, purely owing to the 
fact that the protection that we have had 
has not lieen just. That 1 believe to be 
the real point at issue. 
Q. You say the protection which we 
have had has not been just. In what lias 
it oeen unjust? A. It has been unjust 
in not protecting the workiugmen from 
the intrusion of foreign labor, especially 
when he has been engaged in his strug­ 
gles with capital. 1 might refer to an 
instance—a statement made by Mr. Pow- 
derly, who represents a large labor or­ 
ganization. He was invited to address a 
large meeting in the city of New York in 
aid of the protective policy. Mr. Pow- 
derlv, to my own certain knowledge, ex­ 
cited a great deal of comment among 
workingmen who owed allegiunce to him, 
as an officer of their organization, by the 
very fact of his taking any action on that 
question in the association with certain 
capitalists and in the supposed interest 
of a political party. Tne speech that he 
made upon the occasion was freely com­ 
mented upou by the workingmen, and 
the general opinion 1 found to be that 
while lie advocated protection he still 
maintained that it was necessary for the 
workingmen to be organized and to fight 
for their share of the spoils. That prop­ 
osition mean that, living on wages that 
barely support him, having work during 
only a part of the year and being almost 
incapable of supporting a good organiza­ 
tion, the workingman is still to keep up 
the struggle for protection because it is 
necessary to have this ‘protection’ in the 
interest of both workingman and mas­ 
ter, and that when the protection is 
secured then the workingman has got to 
turn around and fight his master or em­ 
ployer in order to get his share." 
That’s it in a nutshell, isn’t it? Around 
election time the workingman is much 
sympathized with by the rich capitalist 
or manufacturer who has protection 
chestnuts to be pulled out of the fire. 
The “protection" goes to the boss every 
time, and the day after election he will 
be ready to buy his labor in the cheapest 
market and sell his goods in the dearest. 
But Mr. King told the Senators who gets 
the tariff’benefit: 
y. Duos the imposition of a tariff in­ 
crease the price of the products of the 
wage-receiving class? 
A. To a very large extent. 
Q. To a very large extent the tariff 
increases the price that is paid for the 
products consumed by the wage-receiver 
class and by others. Now, who gets the 
increased price that is thus put upon 
these products by the tariff ? Is it the 
laborer or is it the manufacturer? 
A. Well, they started a club here iu 
New York entitled “The Somebody 
Ciub," which ran for about a year. It 
was based upon the idea of finding out 
who it was that got that surplus—who 
was “somebody" that got it, but I be­ 
lieve the club dispersed without discov­ 
ering who he was. 
y . Does the laborer believe that he 
gets any part of that increased price ? 
A. Ño, sir. There is only one thing 
about it that the laborer is sure of, and 
that is that he does not get it.—N. Y.

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CAMPAIGN CHAT. 


The “Old Roman,” Alias the 
“Egyptian Obelisk.” 


HE IS BY NO MEANS A MUMMY 


The Sage’s Speech at Newark—Demo 
cratic Doctrine Good Enough 
for Judge Greer. 


| Associated Press Dispatches to the H erald. 
N e w a rk , N . J., September 8.—The 
Democracy of Newark held a mass meet­ 
ing to-night in the Bellevue avenue rink, 
at which Allen G. Thurman spoke. The 
building which has a standing capacity 
of from 4,000 to 5,000 people was packed 
to overflowing. On Judge Thurman’s ar­ 
rival on the platform, J. Watts Oorney, 
Chairman, called the meeting to order 
and introduced the Democratic candidate 
for the Vice Presidency. The heartiest 
applause greeted his appearance. He 
spoke as follows: 
THE EGYPTIAN OBELISK. 
Friends and Fellow Citizens—When I 
was born I was duly baptized into the 
Christian faith by the name of Allen G. 
Thurman. Many years afterwards some 
enthusiastic Democratic friends of mine 
gave me a new baptism and styled me 
the “Old Roman,” but my Republican 
friends of the New Y'ork press would im­ 
prove on that name, and this morning 
baptized me as the “Egyptian Obelisk.” 
I have seen in the Place de la Concorde, 
in Paris, an Egyptian obelisk said to be 
more than four thousand years old. 
If I 
can 
only 
live as 
long 
as one of these oblisks I shall certainly 
see all the enemies of Democracy buried 
beneath centuries of dust. 1 am engaged 
in a business too serious to be troubled 
by quips, however sharp, and witticisms 
however pungent. I come here to speak 
to you, my friends, in New’ Jersey in a 
serious, sober manners as to American 
citizens, in a year of great moment to 
you and to our country. I come here at 
the request of your central committee 
and I come willingly, because there is no 
part of this whole continent in which I 
would rather meet my Democratic 
friends than in New Jersey. What was 
done by our forefathers in the war that 
achieved our independence, at Trenton, 
at Princeton and at Monmouth ? These 
things are fresh in my recollection, and 
as they made my youthful blood stir 
within me, and thoroughly boil with de­ 
votion, to-day in this old “obelisk” the 
recollection of them sets the heart in 
motion. 1 am therefore glad to be with 
you to-niglit. 
THE GREAT DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 
Now, there are not a few subjects 
upon which I might address you 
to-night. There are several in my heart 
that I would like to speak to you about. 
I should like to speak to you of the his­ 
tory of the great Democratic party, to 
which I have belonged since my youth. 
I should like to speak to you of that 
party founded by Jefferson and consoli­ 
dated and maintained by Andrew Jack­ 
son, and whose interest and welfare 
have been so much promoted by Grover 
Cleveland. I would like to remind you 
that 
there is not 
one acre of 
land now within the limits of the 
United States, beyond the original 
thirteen Colonies, that was not ob­ 
tained by a Democratic Administration. 
I would like to remind you that the thir­ 
teen Colonies w hich achieved their in­ 
dependence were a comparatively narrow 
strip of land along the Atlantic shore,and 
that now this Republic extends from 
ocean to ccean, and is one of the largest, 
and it is the most intelligent and most 
powerful of all the nations on earth. I 
would like to recall to your recollection 
the fact that whenever a contest has 
been between the rights of the people 
and the S3 who would control their rightp, 
the Democratic party has stood by the 
people unflinchingly, determined and not 
to be moved. I would like to recall to 
your memory such facts as these, 
that the removal of the property 
qualification and the religious test, 
and all that impaired the great right 
of the people to vote, was the result of 
Democratic legislation, inaugurated by 
the Democratic party. I would like to 
call your attention to the fact that when 
the spirit of Know-Nothingism arose in 
this land and threatened to disfranchise 
every foreign-born citizen and to put 
down all the people of a particular 
church, Democracy came to the rescue 
of Liberty and Religion, and said: “ThiB 
shall not be.” 
In the good old days of Democratic 
ascendancy we bad an economical gov­ 
ernment, economically administered. 
The expenses of General Jackson’s ad­ 
ministration, for instance, in the course 
of a year did not exceed one-fourth of 
the expenses that have been entailed 
on this country in any one year 
since the close of the rebellion. 
I would like to further state that this 
Democratic party is a party that has 
never laid down to die; that it is natural­ 
ly the party of free institutions, and that 
just as long as freedom exists in America, 
the Democratic party will exist. There 
is no way of destroying it, except by 
despotism, and as long as it exists 
despotism is impossible,^for that party 
will not endure it. 
THE CRY OF FREE TRADE. 
Passing from general observations, al­ 
low me to come to some of the issues 
that are most sharply marked in this 
campaign. Let me say something to you 
upon the Tariff question, so-called. 
Our opponents are endeavoring to 
alarm the country by the cry of Free 
Trade. They must have a poor opinion 
of the people’B intelligence as to what 
Free Trade is. 
Free Trade is the unre- 
etricted intercourse'; between Nations in 
which there are no custom houses, no 
duties and no taxes paid on goods im­ 
ported for sale. You have an illustra­ 
tion of Free Trade in the United States. 
There are thirty-eight States in the 
Union. Between these States there is 
Free Trade. When goods are taken from 
New Jersey from this great manufactur­ 
ing and flourishing city of Newark into 
New York, you pay no dutieB, and New 
York pays no duties on them. If you 
take them to Maine or California it is 
exactly the same thing. Between these 
thirty-eight States there is Free Trade, 
but there is no such a thing as Free Trade 
between the United States and foreign 
countries, and nobody in this country ad­ 
vocates such Free Trade. That is the 
only example of Free Trade we have 
here. When a man talks about the 
Mills bill as a Free Trade bill, either he 
talks without wisdom, or he talks with 
intent to deceive. Either hu is an ignor­ 
amus or he is a rascal, one or the other. 
The present rate of duty, under the ex­ 
isting tariff, is 47 and a fraction per cent. 
This the Mills bill reduces to a rate of 
taxation of 42 per cent. The reduction 
is less than G per cent, on this taxation, 
and yet this reduction is called Free 
Trade. It still leaves the tariff at from 


41 to 42 per cent., or more than twice as 
much as it was before the late civil war, 
and yet it is talked about as a Free Trade 
bill. 
WHO PAYS THE TARIFF? 
Nearly all the articles consumed by 
the people of the United Htates that are 
imported into this country have to pay 
this tariff, the average of which is 47 per 
cent, and upward. Now who pays that 
tax ? In the first place the importer of 
the goods pays it when he lands them in 
New York at the custom house, or at 
whatever other ports he brings his goods 
to; he must pay it before he takes the 
goods out of the custom house. Of course 
when he sells them to the wholesale 
merchants he must add the amount of 
this tax to the original cost of the goods 
and sell them at a price just so much 
increased. Accordingly he adds the 
duty to the original 
cost 
when 
he sells 
them 
to the 
wholesale 
merchant. 
The wholesale merchant 
must sell them at the same price, with 
his figures added, to the retail merchant. 
This retail merchant must keep the tariff 
charge in his price, with his profit, when 
he sells to his customers; so it is the 
man who purchases the goods who event­ 
ually pays the tariff. In all cases it is 
the man who usee the goods who pays 
this tariff duty. We have now in the 
Treasury over one hundred and thirty- 
three million dollare, drawn from the 
pockets of the people without the slight­ 
est necessity. It is admitted that this 
surplus should be reduced. There are 
but three ways in which it can be re­ 
duced. One is by extravagant expend­ 
itures, another by the reduction of the 
internal revenue, free whisky and free 
tobacco against free produce; the third 
is by the reduction of the tariff on im­ 
ported articles, and that is the doctrine 
which the Democratic party advocates. 
HE REFUSES THE SOP. 
Judge Greer Decline* tlie K n ow . 
N othing N om ination. 
M em phis, Tenn., September 8.— Judge 
James Greer has addressed a letter to the 
National Committee of the American 
party declining the nomination for Vice­ 
President of the United States. He says: 
I am grateful to the Convention for the 
unsought honor, but feel constrained to 
resign. 
I am in favor of restricting 
both immigration and naturalization, but 
1 cannot go to the extent of the Conven­ 
tion in believing it wise to uncondition­ 
ally repeal the naturalization laws. The 
effect of this would be to prevent any 
foreign-born person from ever becoming 
American citizen. It cannot be a 
healthy thing for any nation to have a 
large part of its population made up of 
resident aliens who can never hope to 
take any part in making the laws under 
which they must submit their personal 
liberty. I hold that the immigrant who 
has renounced all allegiance to any for­ 
eign power, and who accepts the spirit 
of our conBtitutiou and laws, should have 
held out out to him the proud honor of 
American citizenship. By keeping out all 
who do not furnish evidences before they 
become citizens of probably adopting in 
heart and mind this ambition, and by re­ 
quiring of them after they come and have 
resided some years among ns to make 
this probability a judicial certainty by 
proof in a court of justice, we will keep 
“America for Americans.” The conven­ 
tion leaves the public to infer that it is 
immaterial whether we reduce tariff tax­ 
ation to the basis of the actual need of 
the Nation, or whether we shall let the 
principal remain, accumulating an idle 
surplus in the treasury. To this I 
cannot subscribe. I have been taught that 
protection, rightly understood, simply 
means the payment of a bonus by all our 
:itizens to a few of our citizens to engage 
in certain industrial pursuits. I have no 
reason now to doubt the wisdom of that 
teaching. Under the name and guise of 
irotecting the workingmen we are pay- 
ng his employer a premium and filling 
the Treasury with unused money with­ 
out a benefit to the workingmen or to the 
Nation at large. We are protecting the 
American laborer from the competition 
of the pauper labor of Europe by bring­ 
ing the pauper here. Most earnestly I 
approve that part of the Convention’s 
platform which declares for “No North, 
no South, no East, no West, but for a 
common country.” After twenty-three 
years of peace no trace should be left of 
that dark river of blood which, while it 
flowed from heroes’ veins, once divided 
our country. We should use only the 
memory ot the heroism and self-sacrifice 
of the past to mold together the future of 
the Nation, by the living needs of the 
present.

SKILLED LAUUR. 
Is It Legal to Import It Under Con­ 
tract. 
Phi la D elphi a, September 8.—An an­ 
swer was to-day filed in behalf of James 
Lees & Sons, in the United States Dis­ 
trict Court, to the two suits brought by 
the Government against the firm for the 
recovery of a penalty for the alleged im­ 
portation of contract labor. The com­ 
plaint held that the defendants violated 
the law by making contracts with work­ 
men in England and bringing them to 
this country to fill positions in Lees’ mill 
at Bridgeport, Pa. The answer of the 
defense states that the act of Congress 
of 
February 
26, 1885, 
exempted 
from its operation skilled workmen in 
any industries then established in the 
United States, and that the occupation 
or employment mentioned in the con­ 
tract to be performed by the alien named 
in this suit, was skilled labor in the 
manufacture of fine cheviot clothes, 
which was an industry then commonly 
practiced in Great Britain, but not then 
established or practiced in the United 
States, and which skilled labor could 
not then be otherwise obtained.
